SrnAcusE, Kan., June 2G. Sheriff Huff
man arrived here today from Trinidad,
Col., having in charge "Wallace Mitchell,
who murdered the boy Johnson and
wounded his father, iu this city on the
night of June 9. In an interview he said:
"I was, born in Denton county, Texas,
December G, 1S09, and have been in Kan-

sas six years. My father was killed in the
big Horn masacre. My step-fathe- r, W. "W.

Fane, has a farm and horse ranch near
Hazleton, Harper county, Kansas. "Was

in Coolidge about May 25, and met Oscar
Johnson there. 1 engaged to work for
him for my board. Went to Syracuse
with a bunch of ponies and met his broth-
er August there with his boy. From there
all went to Hartland, Kansas. I slept
with Oscar in Syracuse; he proposed
to murder his brother in Hartland.
He told me his plan, said his brother had
about 2,000 in his left vest pocket and left
pants pocket, I should go back to Syracuse
with August and his son, during the night
kill the old man, and he (Oscar)
would come in during the night and divide
the money. He would go back to camp. I
to Coolidge and south from there to the
Texas Panhandle. The old man, the boy
and myself reached Syracuse, got there
Tuesday night. I went to bed in the
w agon, Johnson and his boy slept on the
ground. I slept about an hour, then awoke,
waiting for Johnson to come. He did not
appear, and at 1 o'clock I got up, took tho
ax. and going to the bed, struck the old
man on the head. The boy rose partly
up and I struck him. I thought them
both dead. I search! the two
pockets, found in one four dollars in cnr-icnc- y

and the other checks and drafts for
nine hundred and sixtr dollars. Then I
took the train to Coolidge. I went soutli
on the cattle trail next day; got into a cow
camp in the night; took a horse, went to
Minneapolis, Col., then to Stonington,
where I was captured by one of the cow-
boys, given over to the sheriff and taken
toTrinidad." No one believes Mitchell's
htory about vouug Johnson being con-
nected with the murder. Joe Mitchell, a
brother to Wallace, was lynched in Ash-
land, Clark county, for killing two men
and wounding a nirl. Wallace is a tough
looking; customer, and talks of his bloody
deed with the utmost composure. Public
feeling is strong against him, and the
people may forestall tho couits.

A MARSHAL AND DEPUTY SHOT.
Chetopa, Kan., June 20. City Marshal

W. Bently, was slightly and Deputy Ed
Martin fatally shot by a negro desperado,
named lliley, at 4 o'clock this afternoon,
while they were trying to ariest him.
He was captured and is now under a
strong guard.

KILLED HIS STEPFATHER.
Boxiiam, Tex., June 20. Sam Crump, a

12 year old boy, was brought in today
charged with the murder of his stepfather
named Duncan, living twenty miles east
of here. Duncan was beating the boy's
mother on Sunday when the son procured
a sythc and inflicted fatal wounds on him.
In the fight Mrs. Duncan was badly cut,
and one of her arms nearly severed.

A TRIPLE MURDER.
Minneapolis, June 20. This evening at

half past 9 o'clock, Silas Robinson shot
his wife and her companion, Xick Weiss,
and afterwards put three bullets in his own
body. Robinson has been a drunken pro-
fligate fellow and his wife left him about
eight months ago. At the time ot the
shooting she was Avalkmg with Weiss.
Kobinson met them and opened lire with
out a word of warning. vei,ss fell fatally
wounded and Mrs. Robinson was killed
instantly, while her husband will prob-
ably die from his suicidal shots. Mrs.
Robinson bore an unsullied renutation.

TEX LAIJORUIIS KILLED.

A Freight and a Gravel Train Collide at
Cable City, Ri.

SHAMOKIX, Pa., June 20. This evening
nt 3 o'clock a wreck occurred on the Penn-
sylvania Schulkill Valley railroad at Cable
City, by which six laborers were killed and
four fatally injured. The names of the
unfortunates are unknown. They were
Hungarians and know u only by numbers. A
freight train was shifting cars when a
gravel train bound for Shamokin ran into
the tear of it and ton out of eleven laborers
who were seated on tho front car of the
gravel train were buried in the wieek.
When assistance arrived six dead bodies,
horribly mangled, and four others so bad ly
injured that it is not believed that they
nn live, were taken from the wreck",
Medical aid was sent from this
place to relieve tho sufferings
of the injured. Tho laborers saw their
train rushing down upon the freight, but
apparently became panic-stricke- n and be-
fore they could jump they were crushed to
death. The train men escaped by jump-
ing. Tho bodies of tho dead men were
brought here and tho injured were taken
to tho hospital at Fountain Spring.

Win. O'Brien Says the are
Waving the Bloody Shirt

London. June 20. Inthe house of com-
mons today debate was resumed on Mr.
Mortyr's motion censuring the govern-
ment for its administration of the Irish
crimes act.

Wm. O'Brien (nationalist) held that the
plan of campaign never really troubled tho
people, and that they approved it. Xoth-in-g

that had happened to any individuals
under the plan could compare with tho
sufferings of tenants without the plan.
What had happened to tenants that could
compare with the action of the Irish land-
lords in flinging tens of thousands of Xora
Fitzmaurices out of their homes to meet
the worst fate? The disgusting
clap trap of the crimes act, in Ireland was
what American politicians called the
policy of the bloody shirt. It was a policy
of war and hatred between people who de-

sired to live in peace. The plan of cam-
paign, so far from being a failure, was ac-
cepted now even by landlords like Lord
Massoerne. After two years of operation
of the plan ot campaign there were 2S0
evicted tenants out of more than 00,000
who had fought and won under the plan
of campaign. Cheers. He could fur-
ther state that ecry one of these 2s0
tenants was in a comfortable home today,
and every man would yet come back to his
home in triumph. Cheers.

The Right Honorable Henry Chaplain
(conservative) said ho did not wonder that
Mr. O'Brien hated to hear about the dis-
gusting incidents that had tendered the
league's oppiession of the people. Who
were now more responsible for the snfler-ing- s

of the people under the Itague than
certain English politicians, who only a few-yea-

ago were the worst foes of the league?
It might suit some to forget, but every-
body knew that if there was one man in
England who was moro responsible than
another for the atrocities of tho league, it
was the leader of the opposition, who
seemed to forget how he had encouraged
them. Cues of "shame,' "withdraw."

Mr. Gladstone might have forgotten
what words he had used about the P.ir-nelli-

chiefs, but that would not be at-
tributed to loss of memory through inllrm-itie- -i

of age.
Mr. Gladstone who, upon rising, was

received with cheers, said that however
much lie was afflicted with loss of memory
through infirmities of age, he hoped for a
time at any rate renewed cheeeraj that ho
would remain able to cope with antagon-
ists of the calibre of Mr. Chaplain.

THE SECOND PEIZB.

The California Delegation Presents General
Harrison Witha Gold Medal.

June 2C The California
delegation did not arrive until 10 o'clock
tonight. While awaiting their arrival,
General Harrison made a feeling address
to about fifty of the survivors of his old
regiment, the 70th Indiana, who were ac-

companied by some of the 129th Illinois,
which frmed a part of his brigade. When
the California delegation arrived,
Creed Haymond, tho chairman presented
General Harrison with a handsomely en-
graved gold medal. The hour biing late
General Harrison spoke briefly, thanking
the visitors for their manifestation and
referring gratefully to the deportment and
character of the of In-
diana at Chicago. In the course of his re
marks the general said: "I do not feel at
all that in selecting the candidate who was
chosen regard was had simply to the indi-
vidual equipments and qualifications for
the duty of this high office. I
feel sure that if the conven-
tion had felt more free to regard
these things only somo other of the dis-
tinguished men, old-tim- e leaders of the
Republican party, Blaine or Sherman, or
Allison or some of the others named would
havo been chosen In preference to me. I
feel that it was the situation in Indiana
and its relation to the campaign that was
unpenning, rather tnan tue personal equip-
ment or qualifications of the candidate
that was chosen, that turned the conven-
tion in our direction." Tho general then
letired within the house, and the crowd at
12 o'clock slowly dispersed.

The California Delegation Arrive in Indian-apili- s

ilore Enthusiasm.

Indianapolis, June 26. A further in-

stalment of Chicago pilgrims came on a
late train, ai riving about o o'clock p. m.
By this time the streets were ablaze with
natural gas illuminations, several arches
and pyramids of lire shooting their flames
into the air. The sidewalks were even
more crowded than last night aud the con-

fused din of cheering and hallooing was
continuous. The crowds surged to and
fro in a good natured Avay, shouting for
Harrison and Morton. The mass meeting
at Tomlinson hall was called to order
about S o'clock p. m. by Chairman Griffin
of tho state central committee. There were
several thousand persons present. Mr.
Griffin made a snort spoech desciib-in- g

tho scenes in the convention
and the efforts by which Harrison was
nominated. He was loudly applauded at
various points and at the conclusion of
his speech tho audience gave three cheers
for the Indiana delegation and their work
at Chicago.

He was followed by Mayor Calkins of
this city; Hon. G. Henry Gould, of Massa-
chusetts; Hon. Frank Plumley, of Min-
nesota: Col. R. S. Robertson and Hon.
John L. Griffiths of this city. All of the
speakers were vociferously cheered and
every allusion to the names of Harrison
and "Morton was loudly applauded. The
delegates who arrived on this late train
included the California delegation and a
portion of the New York. They were re
ceived at the depot and driven to a hotel
where they took supper and thence to
General Harrison's residence where they
had a brief interview with the candidate.

NATIONAL DEMOCRATIC COMMITTEE.
Washington, June 26. The national

Democratic cominitte met at 10.30 tonight
ano remained in session uutil after mid-
night. Wm. H. Barnum, of Connecticut,
was elected permanent chairman. The

WASHINGTON OPINIONS.
Washington, June 26. The nomination

was received here with undisguised sur
prise. It was so entirely unexpected that
even, the often quoted phrase, "It is only
me unexpecteu wmen Happens," auoraeu,
no satisfactory solution. "Washington had
not"beei well informed of. the progress of
events. It had relied upon the statements
given out by friends of presidential as-

pirants based upon private telegrams, and
had confidently expected the result would
have been different, or at least Avould haye
been brought about in a different manner,
but as the nominee for the presidency was
passed under careful scrutiny, it began to
be understood that no there were no weak
places to defend.

One of the first suggestions sprung, both
in the senate and house, was that General
Harrison's record as a United States
senator was so strongly assailable
in relation to the labor question,
and as to Chinese immigration,
that he would lose every vote on the Pacific
coast. This objection was repeated to Mr.
Morrow, the leading champion of the
Chinese representatives on the Republican
side of the house and the record was ex-
amined. It was found Senator Harrison's
utterances on the Cninese question made
just about thirty-si- x lines in the official
report and are published at pages S359 and
3300 of volume 54. The question under de-
bate April 27, 1SS2, was the passage of a
bill to execute certain treaty stipulations
with the Chinese government. Mr. Harri-
son contended that congress could not by
legislation extend the meaning of the
word "laborer," as used in the treaty,
without trampling upon treaty obliga-
tions. The senate sustained his position
and that was all tho pai t he took in the
debate. The same position has been, taken
by even- - president and secretary of state
since, down to Cleveland and Bayard, and
Mr. Morrow said frankly his position was
the right one. He added:

"We are all protectionists in California.
We are not inquiring what a man, who
did not live in California, thought about
the Chinese question in 18S2. We want to
know whot is to become of our prunes and
raisins and borax and timber and our man-
ufactories generally. Senator Harrison's
congressional records on all other points af-
fecting the west was found to be most sat-
isfactory. He had stood out prominently
as the champion of Dakota's statehood and
through three congresses battled manfully
for the admission of that state. He de-

manded 'home rule for Alaska and made
eloquent appeals in behalf of an extension
oj the common school system in all the ter-
ritories of the United States. These mat-
ters came before me as a leading member
of the committee on territories."

All the senatorial candidates and most
of the senators on the Republican side
were absent from tho chamber when the
announcement of the ballot was received.
Mr. Allison was seen in his committee
room immersed in appropriations. He
simply said: "Bully! that's well." In ans-
wer to a nuestion as to whether he had or
dered the withdrawal of his name he said
that his friends had full authority to act
and had no doubt done so without in-
structions from him. Ho reminded the
correspondent that four years ago or more
he had told him he would rather be sena-
tor from Iowa during good behavior (which
he hoped would be for life), than hold any
other position.

Senator Sherman was found in the room
of the committee on foreign affairs, of
which he is chairman. He showed signs
of the wear and tear and anxiety of the
last few days, although he has 'kept up a
bold front all the time. Up to the last
moment he had cherished tho hope that
the contending candidates would eventual-
ly concentrate on him and that thought
was at first almost too much for his won-
derful self control. He simply'said it was
all over now and he did not wish to say
anything about it except that ho should
support the candidates.

Senator Hawley was understood to'Tiave
favored Allison, but he will support the
choice of the convention to the full, extent
of his great ability and influence with the
soldier vote.

Don Cameron, of Pennsylvania, would
not say anything except he would support
the ticket.

Senator Turpie, of Indiana, regarded
Harrison as no stionger than any other
man in Indiana, and prophesied that
Cleveland and Thurman and the state
ticket would carry the state.

McPheisou and Blodgett, of New Jersey,
declared their opinion that the nomination
was weak.

In the house, when tho nomination was
received there was a general waving of
miniature flags on the Republican side,
and a feeble attempt a rebel yell in the
Democi atic corridor. Mr. Reed, of Maine,
said the nomination of Harrison is entirely
satisfactory to all the Republicans, and
will call out a full vote, not only of the
Republican party, but also the. protection
sentiment of the country, and will give
full play to the rising sentiment against
Cleveland, his message and tho platform
of the Democratic convention. He also
said Harrison will cairy all the industrial
states, the west and the Pacific slope.

Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, said: "Mr.
Harrison can carry every state that Mr.
Blaine carried in 1SS4, and he will surely
in addition to these sweep the the state of
Indiana. Harrison's private and public
records are unassailable. There will be no
mud throwing in this campaign. The
soldiers of the county will give him en-

thusiastic and practically unanimous sup-
port as against a ticket which has not only
no soldier representative, but the head of
which has exhibited constant and bitter
hostility to them.

Mr. Ilendeison, of Illinois "I think it a
first-clas- s nomination and one that is
bound to win. His was
one of the signers of the declaration of in-

dependence. Hi1! grandfather was elected
president of the United States in 1S40, and
lived ouly to serve one month as such and
now Mr. Harrison will be elected to serve
the unexpired term of his granfather."

Mr. Wilkins. of Ohio, a staunch Demo
crat, said: "I think it the strongest nomi-
nation that the Republicans could have
possibly made. Harrison is a good organ-
izer and comes from a nivotal state, and if
the Republicans of Indiana nominate Gov-
ernor Porter, a they will do, for the gov-
ernorship of Indiana, he and Mr. Harrison
are bound to carry Indiana."
